Summary of reasons for decision: 

The sexually explicit DVD tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. It depicts sexual activity between pairs of young-looking women who appear to 
be sexually inexperienced. The DVD contrives to give the viewer the impression that the women 
are young teenagers. In three scenes they are dressed and accessorised in the style of young teens 
and behave in a coquettishly juvenile manner throughout the sexual activity which takes place in 
settings which further emphasise their youthfulness. While the final two scenes have fewer visual 
contrivances, the women's physical appearance is equally youthful which, when viewed in the 
context of the feature as a whole, gives the impression that the women are young persons. The 
feature is designed to legitimise young teenagers as sexually desirable and enthusiastic for adult 
sexual activity and it encourages the viewer to regard them as such. The pervasiveness of the 
problematic material is such that excisions are considered impractical. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes 
with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society 
to limit the availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes.
